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MURPHY MURDER 


AT LITCHFIELD 


A DEEP MYSTERY 


No Theory Suggested Fits the 
Known Facts. 


ROBBERY IDEA UNTENABLE 


REMARKABLE MARKSMANSHIP 
DISPLAYED BY ASSASSIN. 


The Coroner Is Investigating Every 
Circumstance of the Tragedy and 
Has Found Some Facts That 
He Will Not Yet Reveal. 


By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspond- 
ent. 

LITCHFIELD, Til., Sept. 4.~The murder 
of Sylvester Murphy, a wealthy farmer 
who lived two miles from this city, at 8 
o'clock Monday night, is a seemingly im- 
penetrable mystery. 

Murphy was shot through a window of 
his house while he was lying on a touch 
reading. Although one 6f his lungs was 
shattered by a large iron slug fired into 
his body he was able to rise and stagger 
out on to a screened veranda used a; a 
Cining room. His wife, who was in a smal] 
detached brick kitchen about 60 feet frefa 
where her husband was shot, ran out on to 
the veranda in time to see him fall at her 
feet with the exclamation ““O God! I am 
killed!"" He died immediately and she ran 
screaming. from the house to the farm of 
Scott M. Palmer, about one quarter of a 
mile away. Other neighbors were aroused 
by her screams and hurried to the house, 
where they found the dead body of Murphy 
where he fell. 


NO THEORY FITS THE FACTS. 

Various theories to account for the mur- 
der havé been advanced by persons famil- 
lar with the facts and the life of Murphy. 
The one most generally believed is that the 
motive for the crime was robbery. 

Murphy was a man of considerable 
wealth, inherited and acquiréd. He owned 
a farm of 220 acres on which is one of the 
best farm houses in the region. He was 
a man of exceptional business ability anda 
close farmer. As a result he made a great 
deal of money, and his investments included 
farm loans and bonds of various sorts. He 
was chary of depositing his belongings in 
banks, and always carried a considerable 
amount of money on nis person and kept 
it in the naouse. Persons whom he emploved 
and from whom he made purchases were 
in the habit of seeing him take from his 
pocket a big roll of bills with which to pay 
them. 

He had been repeatedly warned by his 
wife and friends against his habit of keep- 
ing money and notes in his house, and was 
advised to leave the lonely farm and live 
in town, because of the danger of robbery, 
and possibly murder. 

He invariably scoffed at such advice and 
said he could take care of Nimself and de- 
fend his-home against robbers. But he 
bought a small iron safe and kept his val- 
uables in it. It sat in a corner of the bed- 
room he occupied. 

Not long ago he promised his wife that 
as soon as his crops were all in he would 
move to the town house. To that end he 
had talked with a marchant of Litchfield 
about furnishing it in good style. 


HIS HOUSE AN ARSENAL, 

He was known as a man of determined 
character, fearless and well able to protect 
himself in all matters. His house was a 
perfect arsenal.. After his death his neigh- 
bors found in his houge 13 loaded weapons 
of various sorts. In one corner of the 
room in which he was killed stood a load- 
ed shotgun and a rifie. Under the bed he 
usually slept in were four loaded re- 
volvers. In the parlor was a loaded Rem- 
ington rifle. On the stairway leading to 
the upper part of the house were four 
loaded weapons and in an upstairs room 
were two more. Evidently he had a mania 
for weapons, but at the same time he had 
the determination to guard himself from 
robbery. 

It is not known how much money he had 
in the house. His safe was found locked 
by the neighbors and officers after his 
death, and the authorities will not yet per- 
mit of its being opened, but it/is thought 
that a large amount of money and loan 
notes will be found in it. 


MARVELOUS MARKSMANSHIP. 


That the murderer was familiar with the 
interior of his house and his habits there 
can be no doubt. The manner in which he 
was shot proves this, as well as the re- 
markable marksmanship displayed It is 
a marvel how a person could have fired the 
shot and struck home. 

Murphy was lying on a narrow couch in 

a room that is an addition to the house, 
and used as a dining room in winter. At 
his head was a window, and between it and 
the head of the couch stood a sewing ma- 
chine. He had fust finished supper, having 
returned from an afternoun spent in baling 
hay. His wife had placed a lamp on the 
sewing machine, and had given him the 
Chicago papers, which had come that day 
by mall, and he was reading the quotations 
of the Chicago hay market, as he was about 
to make a large shipment there. His wife 
left him and went Into the brick kitchen 
ition, just off the screened verandah on 
ith thev had eaten supper. She was 
Washing the dishes when she heard the 
crash of the aun that killed her husband. 
When she ran screaming out on to the 
veranda her husband emerged from the 
room in which he had been reading. He 
was staggering and swaying. He ad- 
vanced toward her and when he reached 
the end of the supper table fell on his face 
with a crash His wife dropped to her 
knees beside him and lifted his head. Then 
he exclaimed that he had been killed. She 
turned him over and looked at him. His 
shirt was wet with his blood and he was 
bleeding terribly.

PRESIDENT INJURED 
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WITNESS SAYS THAT THE MOTO 


LENOX, Mass., Sept. 3.—An electric enti | 
going at full speed, struck and overturned 
the carriage in whitch President Roosevelt 
and his party were riding, near Pittsfield, 
this morning, throwing the occupants vio- 
jently to the ground) 
The President was slightly bruised about 
the body and his face was scratched by 
stones in the road. 
Special Secret Service 
Craig was instantly killed. 
Gov. Crane of Massachusetts and George 
B. Cortelyou, the Président's private sec- 
retary received slight rulses and cuts. 
Driver Pratt was seriously hurt. 

After a short visit’ to the home of Former 
Senator Dawes in Pittsfield, the President 
started on the long drive to Ilex. 


CAR WAS RUNNING FAST. 

After leaving Senator Dawes’ house the 
four carriages containing,the President’ and 
immediate party were driven down South 
gtreet, two carriages on either side. When 
hear the Country Club, and at the railroad 
crossing, an electric car was noticed com- 
ing at a terrific rate of speed. 

Mr. Craig sigraled to the: motorman to 
stop, but he apparently paid no attention to 
the warning,*and the car went plunging on 
and crashed into the vehicles. 

A witness of the accident stated that the 
motorman was speeding his car in order to 
reach the ciub. 

The President, Gov. Crane and Secretary 
Cortelyou were piled up in a heap. The 
crowd which witnessed the accident rushed 
to the President’s carriage with no ex- 
pectation that he would be found alive. 
The President was cut on the right side 
of the face, which is much swollen. He 
was also bruised on the body. 


ENE OF ACCIDENT. 
The ident happened at a point about 
a mile and a half from this city near the 
Pittsfield Country Clubheuese. 
The President was enjoying a coaching 
trip from Dalton, Gov. Crane’s home, where 
the Presidént spent the night, to Lenox, a 
distance of 20 miles over the Berkshire 
hills. 
The car was in charge ef Conductor 
James Kelly, with Motorman Luke J. Mad- 
den on the front platform. 
The car struck the carriage in the rear 
and smashed in the back of the vehicle, 
tipping it over and throwing iis ovcupants 
to the ground. The car was not badly 
damaged. 

Motorman Madden and the _ conductor, 
Kelly, were at once arrested and taken to 
Pittsfield. 

Pratt, the driver of the coach, was taken 
to Pittsfield and placed in a hospital. 


WOUNDS WERE DRESSED. 
“The President, who, in fa#ling from the 
carriage, sustained only bruises and a few 
scratches, and Secretary George BK. Cortel- 
you, who suffered similarly, with the excep- 
tion that he was cut on the head, with the 
other members of the party, ‘went to the 
Country ‘lub nearby, @here their wounds 
were dressed. * 

In a short time they proceeded to the Cur- 
tis Hotel, at Lenox, arriving there at 11 
o'clock. 

The President retained his usual compo- 
sure, although he was solicitous for the 
rest of those in the carriages. 

The excitement was intense, and rumors 
flew thick and fast that the President had 
been killed. 

After remaining at the scene of the acci- 
dent an hour, the President determined to 
continue his journey to Stockbridge. 

After a brief stop at Lenox, he was driven 
to the train. @ M™ the next carriage to the 
President's, when the accident happened, 
was Dr. G. A. Lung of the navy, who ac- 
aompanied the President to render assist- 
ance. But the President was disinclined 
to receive medical attention, saying he was 
but slightly hurt. 

The President's program today included 
a journey from this state through Connecti- 
eut. and he was to stop at Lenox and 
Stockbridge and Great Barrington in Mas- 
sachusetts and at New Milford and Bridge- 
port, in Connecticut. 

At Bridgeport the yacht Syiph was to 
meet him and take him back to Oyster Bay. 
The accident, however, probably will 
cause a change in the intermediate stops 
from Lenox to Bridgeport, the President 
proceeding directly there and at once em- 
barking on the Syiph for Oyster Bay.

The night be- 
fore my husband was killed I had a horri- 
ble dream. In it Sylvester was being mur- 
dered, sand I awoke screaming. When I 
told my dream to my husband he laughed, 
but he promised me then that he would 
move to town as soon as his crop was 


marketed.” 
SCOUTS ROBBER THEORY, 

One of the first persons to appear on the 
scene of the murder was L. V. Hill, attor- 
ney for Montgomery County, who carefully 
examined the ground. 

Mr. Hill scouts the robbery theory. He 
reasons that a person so desperate as to 
commit such. an atrocious murder would 
not stop there, but that after the man was 
killed and Mrs. Murphy had run screaming 
from her house he would have entered and 
broken into the safe. The murderer and 
robber, after firing the shot, would probably 
have retreated into the shrubbery and 
weeds, with which the house is surrounded, 
and hidden himself until the way was safe. 
The man dead and the woman fied for help, 
there would have been nobarto his en- 
trance. That the person who committed the 
crime was of iron nerve, Mr. Hill points out, 
is shown by the remarkable shot he fired. 
The muzzle of the shotgun, for such 
the weapon must have been to have hela 
the slug that was fired into Murphy's body, 
could not have been less than five feet from 
the window. | 

To strike its mark it passed between the 
window sash and the corner of the sewing 
machine. There was only one space through 
which this could successfully be done, and 
this was less than an inch wide. After 
going through the wire screen the slug 
shattered the window glass and then the 
rail of the couch. The rail was of black 
walnut, two inches or more in diameter, 
and a jagged hole was made in it and a 
piece of wood, four inches long, stripped 
off. Phen only did the slug penetrate Mur- 
phy's body. 

THINKS HE HAS A CLEW. 


In excluding the murder for robbery 
theory, Mr. Hill hints at one which, for 
reasons of justice, he cannot at present 
reveal. 

To the Post-Dispatch he said Tuesday: 
“T had an interview with a banker of Litch- 
field today, and from him I gained infor- 
mation which I belleve may lead to the 
detection of the murderer. It is a story 
that I think extremely reusonable, and, at 
the same time, one of the most remarkable 
in my experience in dealing with crime. I 
cannot say what my theory is, for if it is 
true any exposure of it would thwart the 
ends of justice.”’ 

W. A. Gray, who is conducting thé in- 
quest on the body of Murphy, summoned 
more than a dozen witnesses. The jury took 
up the case Tuesday afternoon and ad- 
journed at 4:30 o'clock without having 
finished its examination, to resume its in- 
vestigation today. 

Coroner Gray had the signed statement 
of Mrs. Murphy taken at her home, as her 
condition would not permit her being at the 
inquest. This statement he excluded from 
publicity on the ground that it contained 
some information by the publication of 
which the interests of justice might be de- 
feated. He was very reticent to tell what 
the testimony of several of the witnesses 
Had been, But did say that he expected 
startling developments to grow out of the 


‘ 


case. 
There is a theory, held by many, that 


possibly jealousy might have been the cause 
of Murphy’s murder; that there was either 
aman or a woman in the case. But the 
character of both Mr. and Mrs. Murphy 
makes this theory of little weight.

If his deeds are worth retelling at all, it is only fer 
the warning which such a terrible life and its inevitable 
end may bear for the boys and young men who stan 
at the parting of the ways and waver between the 
two routes—the one that leads to honor and self-satis- 
faction, and the other that leads to shame and self- 
destruction. 

And in the final chapter this author pictured Tracy stumbling 
along, haunted by the thought of his treachery to Merri.l, pur- 
sued by frightful dreams, afraid of every sound, unable to r-st, 
a half maniac and wholly a failure. 

This, from the standpoint of the dime novelist, was ‘“‘bad busi- 
ness."" In the dime novel the ‘‘hero’’ has a hard time, but al- 
ways gets the best of it. Pursuers are outwitted and distanced. 
Nemesis is fooled, Physical courage atones for all past mistakes, 
and despair and retribution are not features of the plot. 

The story of Tracy is the true story of every outlaw who makes 
no attempt to reform. As Mr. James said, the end of such a man 
is inevitable. -It can be foresecn from the beginning of his ca- 
reer.

ODDITIES OF INDUSTRY. 


In an interesting trade report a foreign 
consul in eastern Roumanta points out that 
the yleld of attar of roses this year is from 
2) to 25 per cent less than in 1900. He makes 
out a lamentable case for those who grow 
roses to supply this famous essence. Prices 
have fallen to an extraordinary degree in 
the foreign markets. “Reports have reached 
here,”” he says, “that some of the so-called 
better brands have been offered abroad at 


about $1) per kilo (two and one-fifth 
pounds), a price which weuld not cover the 
first cost of purchese on this side.”” The 
main cause for regret is that the rose fields 
belong to peasant proprietors, who are also 
distillers of the essence, and the ruin of 
the industry means their undoing. It is 
suggested that a strong influence is telling 
against this trade. The taste in perfumes 
in recent years has undergone a revolution. 
The rose is itself more cultivated than ever, 
but the commercial purposes of the queen 
of flowers has fallen into the background. 


Few men who use walking canes are 
aware that the growing of walking stalks 
is a special industry and that certain kinds 
of canes are not merely collected as they 
may be found growing in forests. One may 
find at any store where the sticks are sold 
many canes of almost precisely the same 
length, weight, shape and material. Canes 
having the tangle of roots at the handle, 
for instance, are much sold in England. 
They are grown by a ‘@armer."" who makes 
it a specialty to trim and shape young ash 
plants. In some instances the canes are se- 
cured by the process of grubbing and prun- 
ing furze and wild shrubtery and the men 
who engage In this occupation are said to 
make money out of wild stuff that goes to 
waste in other places. The furze is not 
cultivated, though it might be, to a profit,

Frosts in the Northwest Frighten the 
Bears—Wheat Receipts Disap- 
pointing—Cables Firm.

The speculative situation in grain, which 
had become unpleasantly dull and uninter- 
esting, was livened up Wednesday by the 
breaking in of a large number of bears, 
who wanted out, and before the closing 
bell rang they got there. So earnest were 
they in their desires that they paid 4%@4«c 
to lc advance for wheat, 1\%c for Sept. and 
l4%c for Dec. corn and %c for oats. Too 
much of a cold frosty morning in the north- 
west stirred up the wheat and corn shorts, 
but that bogie man th®y call manipula- 
tion came to the front also.and helped 
work them up and out. Quite an increase 
in the visible supply of bull sentiment in 
wheat can be seen now, bg@ed upon do- 
mestic and foreign demands, which are 
not near as good as when nearly everyone 
was bearish. Coarse grains look to be a 
purchase on breaks. 


WHEAT—The weekly goveynment report 
confirmed tne statements of spring wheat 
sprouting in the shock, ‘and that threshing 
greatly interfered with in the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, Iowa and Nebraska, all of which 
due to rains, but the weather map of 
Wednesday morning showed an absence 
of rains and settied conditiens in the entire 
spring wheat country. There were, how- 
ever, freezing temperatures and killing 
frosts in Manitoba that might damage the 
crop where not fully matured,

Present indications justify a crop expecta- 
tion of at least 200,000,000 bushels in Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas ,or a total pring 
wheat crop of fully 300,000,000 bushels. There 
seems. yet no reason to lower the previous 
estimate of a total wheat crop this year 
of 750,000,000 bushels. 

Talks with a rumber of St. Louis receiv- 
ers indicate a falling oft in farmers’ deliv- 
eries of wheat, both in Missour! and Iilli- 
nois. The farmers who were obliged to sell 
have about let go of all they had to dispose 
of. and those now holding can afford to ds 
so. and are looking for better prices before 
they resume selling freely again. Many of 
them are busy plowing, and will hardly be- 
gin threshing from the stack _ until 
they are through plewing. Consid- 
erable of the stacked wheat in Illinois 
has already been threshed, it is sald. 

Broomhall cabled: ‘“‘The favorable weath- 
er in the United Kingdom, with showers in 
gome sections and heavy storms in ‘others, 
holding wheat steady.’’ Earlier cables re- 
ported the weather fine in England. 

Thé total stock in St. Louis public ele- 
vators decreased Tuesday 94,000 bu, of 
which 43.000 bu. was in No. 2 red.
